G.S.R. 722(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 11 of the Cine-Workers Welfare Fund Act, 1981 (33 of 
1981). the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules namely :— 

CHAPTER I —GENERAL 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Cine-Workers Welfare Fund Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on 1st day *f November, 
1984. 

2. Definition.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires— . 

(1) 'Act’ means the Cine-Workers Welfare Fund Act, 1981 
(33 of 1981); 

(2) ‘Advisory Committee* means an advisory Committee 
constituted under section 3 of the Act; 

(3) 'Central Advisory Committee’ nv.ans a Central Advisory 
Committee constituted under section 6 of the Act. 

(4) ‘Chairman’ means the Chairman of an Advisory Commi¬ 
ttee or the Central Advisory Committee as case may be; 

(5) ‘Commissioner’ ineans a Welfare Commissioner appointed 
by the Central Government under section 8 for any State or 
States concerned ; 

(6) ‘form’ means form in Schedule V; 

(7) ‘member 1 means a member of an Advisory Committee 
or the Central Advisory Committee, as the case may be; 

(8) ‘Schedule’ means a Schedule appended to these rules ; 

(9) ‘section’ means a section of the Act; 

(10) ‘treasury’ means any Government Treasury or Sub- 
treasury; 

(11) ‘family’ includes the husband/wife of the Cine-workers 
wholly dependent children or legally adopted children and 
parents who are mainly dependent on the Cine-worker. 

(12) ‘dependent’ , means any of the following relatives of 
a deceased cine-worker, namely - 

(i) a widow, a minor legitimate son, an unmarried iegiti- 
mate daughter, or a widowed mother; .and 
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(ii) if wholly dependent on the earnings of the cine worker 
at the time of his death a son or a daughter who has 
attained the age of 18 years and who is infirm; 

(iii) if wholly or in part dependant on the earnings of the 
cine-worker at the time of his death— 

(a) a widower 

(b) parents 

(c) a minor illegitimate son, an unmarried illegitimate 
daughter or a daught.-r legitimate or illegitimate. 

(d) a minor brother or unmarried sister 

(e) a widowed daughter-in-law, 

(f) a minor child of a pre-deceased son, 

(g) a minor child of a pre-doceasel daughter where no 
parent of the child is alive or 

(h) a paternal a grandparent if no parent of the cine- 
worker is alive. 

CHAPTER II—CENTRAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE/ 
ADVISORY COMMITTEES AND SUB¬ 
COMMITTEES 

3. Comp witlon :—(I) (a) The Central Advisory Com¬ 
mittee constituted under section 6 shall consist of the following 
persons to be appointed by the Central Government, namely 

(i) Secretary, Additional Secretary, Joint Secretary or 
an Officer of the rank of Director of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Information & Broadcasting 
who shall be the Chairman ex-officio. 

(ii) An offleer of or above the rank of Deputy Secretary 
of the Central Government in the Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion and Broadcasting, who shall be the Vice-chair¬ 
man, ex-offleio. 

(iii) An officer of the Ministry of Finance.—ex-officio 

(iv) One or more-Welfare Commissioners but not exceed¬ 
ing three ex-officio. 

(v) Not less than three persons to represent the producers 
to be appointed after consultation with such orga¬ 
nisations, if any, of the producers as may be recognised 
by the Central Government in this behalf. 

(vi) , Not less than throe persons of whom one shall be a 

woman to represent the cine-workers to be appointed 
after consultation with such organisations if any, of 
the cine-workers, as may be recognised by the Central 
Government in this behalf; 

(b) An offleer of the Central Government shall be appointed 
by that Government as Secretary of the Central Advisory 
Committee and shall be entitled to attend and take part In 
the meetings of the Committee but shall not be entitled to vote. 

(2) (a) Each Advisory Committee constituted under 
section 5 shall consist of the following persons to be appointed 
by the Central Government, namely :— 

(i) the chairman; 

(ii) the commissioner or commissioners having jurisdic¬ 
tion in the State or States for which Advisory Commi¬ 
ttee is constituted, who shall be Vice-Chairman ex- 
officio. 

Provided that wh -ro more than one Commissioner is 
appointed to the Committee, the Central Government 
may appoint any one of them to be the Vice-Chairman ; 

(iii) one representative of the Centra 1 Government; 


(iv) one representative each of the concerned State Govern¬ 
ment or States Governments as the case may be, ex 
officio; 

(v) such number of persons to represent the producers 
as are equal to the aggregate of those provided in sub¬ 
clause (ii), (iii) and (iv) to be appointed after consulta¬ 
tion with the organisations of the producers if any* 
as may be recognised by the Central Government, 
in this behalf; 

(vi) such number of persons to represent the cine-workers 
as are equal to the aggregate of those provided in sub- 
clause (ii), (iili) and (iv) to be appointed after consulta¬ 
tion with such organisations if any of the persons 
so employed as may be recognised by the Central 
Government in this behalf ; 

(vii) a woman, if no woman has been appointed under 
sub-clause (v) or sub-clause (vi). 

(b) An offleer of the cine workers welfare organisation/ 
Welfare Department concerned shall be appointed as 
the Secretary of the Advisory Committee and the 
Secretary so appointed shall be entitled to attend and 
take part in the meetings of the Committee) but shall 
not be entitled to vote. 

4. Term of Office of Members : - (1) (a) A member (other 
than an ex-offlelo member) shall, unless he resigns office or dies 
or otherwise vacates hi* office at an earlier date, hold office 
for a period not exceeding three years as may be specified by 
the Central Government in each case while making the appoint¬ 
ment from tho date of publication in the Official Gazette of the 
notification appointing him as menber of the Advisory Commit¬ 
tee or th; C.-.ttral Advisory Committee as the ease may be, 
and shall be eligible for re-appointraent : 

Provided that an outgoing member shall continue in office 
until the appointment of his successor Is notified in the 
Official Gazette. 

(b) An ex-officio member shall Tiold office during the 
pleasure of tho Central Government. 

(2) A member appointed to fill a casual vacancy shall 
hold office as long as the member whe se place he fills would 
have been entitled to hold office if the vacancy had not occurred. 

(3) If a member is unable to attend a me., ting of the Central 
Advisory Committee or the Advisory Committee, then, the case 
of a member appointed under sub-clause (v) or sub-clause (vi) 
of clause (a) of sub-rule (1) of rule 3 or under sub-clause (v) 
or sub-clause (vi) of clause (a) of sub-rule (2) of that rule, 
the body which is represented by him in the Central Advisory 
Committee or the Advisory Committee as the case may be, 
may notice in writing signed on its behalf and by the said member 
addressed to the Chairman of the, Conmiittee depute, and in 
other cases the Central Government may nominate a substitute 
in his place to attend the meeting and such deputed or nominated 
member shall have all the right of a member in respect of that 
meeting. 

5. Resignation.—(1) The Chairman of an Advisory Commit¬ 
tee may resign his office by writing under his hand | addressed 
to the Central Government. 

(2) A non-official member (other than the Chairman) of an 
Advisory Committee may resign his office by writing under his 
hand addressed to the Chairman. 

(3) The resignation shall take effect from the date of its 
acceptance or on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its 
receipt by the Chairman or, as the cuse may be, by the Central 
Government, whichever is earlier. 
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6. Absmcj from India,—(1) B;for; a non-official msmber 
leaves India, he shall intimate to the Chairman the date of his 
departure from and the date of his expected return to India, and 
if he intends to be absent from India for a period longer than six 
months, he shall tender this resignation. 

(2) If any such member leaves India without intimation as 
required under sub-rule (1) he shall be deemed to have resigned 
with effect from the date of his departure from India. 

7. Vacation of Office.—The Central Government shall 
remove a non official member if ho 

(a) becomes of unsound mind or, is declared insolvent; 
or 

(b) has been convicted for an offence, which, in the opinion 
of the Central Government, involves moral turpitude; or 

(c) is absent from three consecutive meetings of the Advisory 
Committee or the Central Advisory Committee, as the case may 
be, without leave of absence from the Chairman; or 

(d) has in the opinion of the Central Government, ceases to 
represent the interest by virtue of which he was appointed. 

8. Allowances payable to Members A non-official 
member including a non-offleia! co-opted member or invitees 
shall be entitled to receive travelling allowance and daily 
allowance as specified in Schedule I. 

CHAPTER—in PROCEDURE RELATING TO MEETINGS 

9. Disposal of business :—(1) Every question which an 
Advisory Committee or the Central Advisry Committee is 
required to take into consideration shall be considered cither 
at a meeting or, if the Chairman so directs, by sending the 
necessary papers to every member for opinion: 

Provided that the papers are sent to the members by regis¬ 
tered post with acknowledgement due and with the request 
that the views of the members should reach the office of 
the Advisory Committc e or the Central Advisory Commit¬ 
tee, as the case may be, within a period of fifteen days from 
the date of issue of the papers, provided further that the 
papers will not be sent to a member who is absent from 
India. 

(2) When a question is referred to the members for opinion 
by sending papers, any member may request that the question 
be considered at a meeting and thereupon the Chairman shall 
direct that it be so considered. 

(3) If a member of an Advisory Committee or the Central 
Advisory Committee, requests (he Chaiiman to refer any matfe r 
to the Committee, the Chairman shall refer that matter to it 
accordingly. 

10. Time, place and date of meeting:—An Advisory Com¬ 
mittee or the Central Advisory Committee shall meet at such 
places and on such date and at such time as may be appointed 
by the Chairman. 

11. Notice of meetings and list of business (1) Notice 
shall be given to every member present in India of the time 
and place fixed for each ordinary meeting at least fifteen days 
before such meeting and every member shall be furnished 
with a list of business to be considered at the meeting. 

(2) (a) An emergency meeting of an Advisory Committee 
or the Central Advisory Committee may be called by the 
Chairman thereof to discuss matters on which a decision had 
to be taken immediately. 

(b) Notice shall be given either by registered post or by 
lelegramor in person to every member present in India, of 
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the place, time and date of an emergency meeting at least four 
days before such meeting and every member shall be finish¬ 
ed with a list of business to be considered at the meeting. 

(3) No business which is not included in the list shall be 
considered at a meeting without the permission of the Chair¬ 
man. 

12. Presiding at meeting :—The Chairman shall preside at 
every meeting at which he is present and in his absence Vice- 
Chairman shall preside. 

13. Quorum :—No business shall be transacted at a 
meeting (whether it bo an ordinary or emergency meeting) of 
an Advisory Committee or the Central Advisory Committee 
unless at least one third of the total number of members of the 
Advisory Committee of the Central Advisory Committee, as 
the case may be, having the right to vote are present and at 
least one of the members so present is the Chairman or the 
Vice-Chairman : 

Provided that if at any meeting less than one third of the 
total number of members are present the Chairman or in 
the absence of Chairman the Vice-Chairman may ad journ 
the meeting to a date not less than seven days and no 
more than thirty days from the date of the meeting. 

14. Recommendation by majority :—(1) Every question at 
a meeting of the Advisory Committee or the Central Advisory 
Committee shall be decided by a majority of votes of the mem¬ 
bers present and voting on that question, but the minority 
shall in all cases have the right of requiring their dissent to 
be noted. 

(2) Every question referred to the members for opinion 
shall, unless the Chairman in pursuance of sub-rule (2) of rule 
9 reserves it for consideration at a meeting, be decided in 
accordance with the opinion of the majority of members reco¬ 
rding opinion within a period of fortnight. 

(3) In the case of an equal division of votes or opinion the 
Chairman shall have casting vote whether the matter is con¬ 
sidered at the meeting of the Central Advisoiy Ctmmittrc or 
the Advisory Committee or by sending the papers for the 
opinion of members. 

15. Minutes of meetings The proceedings of each meet 
ing of an Advisory Committee or the Centra) Advisory Com¬ 
mittee shall be circulated to all members present in India, as 
soon as may be after the meeting and shall be read out and 
confirmed at the next meeting of the Committee, and shall be 
signed by the Chairman or as the case maybe, the Vice- 
Chairman presiding at such next meeting and shall thereafter 
be recorded in a minute book which shall be kept for perma¬ 
nent record. 

16. Headquarters of an Advisory Committee or the Central 
Advisory Committee :—The headquarters of the Central Ad¬ 
visory Committee shall be in New Delhi and the headquarters 
of an Advisory Committee shall be at such place or places as 
may be fixed by the Central Government from time to time. 

17. Executive of an Advisory Committee :—(1) The 
Commissioner shall be the Chief Executive of an Advisory 
Committee and exercise the executive functions of the Com¬ 
mittee on its behalf, 

(2) The Secretary of an Advisory Committee shall carry 
out routine duties and shall exercise such powers and dis¬ 
charge such duties as the Commissioner may, with the appro¬ 
val of the Central Government deligate to him. 
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18. Staff powers of the Commissioner :—The Commissioner 
may authorise the staff of the Advisory Committee to B' vc 
assistance to any member of an Advisory Committee or of a 
sub-committee of the Advisory Committee or to any other 
authority exercising executive or advisory functions in con¬ 
nection with the Act. 

19. Schemes of Expenditure :—(1) Tire Commissioner shall 
have power, subject to the provision in the sanctioned budget, 
to incur expenditure on administrative staff and welfare 
schemes : 

Provided that, 

(1) he shall have no powers to sanction anySchemc.not 

included in the budget, if it involves expenditure 
exceeding R=, 20,000/- non-recurring and 

Rs. 2,000/- recurring a year; and 

( 11 ) any new schemas within these limits shall require the 
approval of tho Finance Sub-Committee before any 
expenditure on it is incurred. 

(2) The Commissioner may sanction, without reference 
to the Advisory Committee, expenditure on contingencies 
supplies and services and purchases of articles required for 
the smooth and efficient running of the organisation under 
him subject to financial provision in the sanctioned budget 
and to the condition that the expenditure on any single ob¬ 
ject or service shall not exceed Rs. 2,000/- non-recurring and 
Rs. 400/- recurring. 

POWERS OF ADVISORY COMMITTEES 

20. Budget (1) The annual budget as prepared by the 
Commissioner in consultation with the Finance Sub-Committe 
shall be considered by the Advisory Committee concerned 
each year and thereafter a copy of the Budget as approved by 
the Advisory Committee, shall be forwarded not later than 
the 1st day of October each year for sanction to the Central 
Government which may make such alternations therein as it 
consider necessary before according its sanction. 

(2) The budget to be forwarded to (he Central Govern¬ 
ment shall be accompanied by detailed self contained notes 
explaining new schemes included therein. 

21. Other matters to be considered by an Advisoiy Com¬ 
mittee ;._An. Advisory Committee shall consider the budget 
and any other matter that may be laid before it by the Com¬ 
missioner with tho permission of th-. Chairman. 

22. Committee to be informed of Expenditure A memo¬ 
randum sotting forth any grant made or expendituie incurred 
since tho last meeting sh 11 be bid at each meeting of an 
Advisory Committee. 

23. Finance Snb-Committeo :—(!) An Advisory Com¬ 
mittee sha 11 elect from among its members two peisons of whom 
ond shall bo a person to reprjsent producers and tho oilier to 
represent tho clne-workor to consititute a Finance Sub-Com- 
mittco of which the Commissioner sh 11 be ,a Chairman. 

(2) An Advisory Cammittec rrry at any time co-opt a 
person or persons to the Finance Sub-Committee and any 
person so co-opted shall exercise f 11 the powers and functions 
of a mombor of the Finance Sub-Committee but shall not be 
entitled to vote and shall not solely by reason of being so co¬ 
opted be a member of the Advisory Committee. 

(3) Notice of every meeting of the Finance Sub-Commit¬ 
tee sh .11 be sent to the Chairman of the Advisory Committee 
shill who uny attend such meeting if he so dasiros and if he 
does so attend, ho shill, notwithstanding anything coni lined 
in sub-rule (1), preside it the meeting and sh'll be entitled to 
vote. 


24. Duties of the Finance Sub-Committee :—Tire duties 
of tho Finance Sub-Committee sit 11 be to fr. me schemes of 
expenditure, to" dvisc on the budget drr wn up by the executive 
of tho Advisory Committee a nd on the: ccounta of tho Advisory 
Committee t nd also in reg: rd to 1 11 expenditure t-.nd to eon- 
s'det til schemes mforred to in cl use (ii) of the proviso to 
rule 19. 

25. Other Sub-Committees ;—An Advisory Committee 
m y as and when considered necessary constitute from its 
members as many sub-committees .is it may deem necessary for 
considering and reporting on such matters irs nr y be speci¬ 
fic' lly assinged to it. 

2d. Meeting of the Sub-Committees :—The meetings rnd 
proceedings of the Finance Sub-Committee and any other 
sub-committees which m y be constituted under rule 25 shall 
be governed by the provisions herein contained for regulating 
the meetings -nd proceedings of an Advisoiy Committee in 
t> > f res the same aro applicable.

29. Inspection :—The dispensary services m.lntained by 
producers shall b» iaspected nt ii.torv: is not exceeding one 
year by such medical or other officer . s m y be uuthoiised 
hy the Commissioner for the purpose or by the Commissioner 
himseir whenever he considers it ivctssr ry and the inspecting 
officer or the Commissioner as the cise miy be, shill, if tho 
dispensary - conforms to tho prescribid st tnd rel issue a certi¬ 
ficate in Form ‘A’ which ,b II be v . lid fora period of one year 
from tho date of issue. 

30. Submission of periodic returns Every producer 
who m int r lns a dispensary seivicc . carding to th-, prescrib¬ 
ed standard shall submit to the Commissioner, 

(i) in January and July of each yoar, a statement showing 
the total number of persons employed by him in the 
production of films during the nr reeding year and; 

(ii) in January'of each year, a oertiflod - statement of ex¬ 
penditure incurred- on the dispensary during the pre¬ 
ceding twelve months. 

31. Standard of maternity centre :—(1) The standard of 
maternity centre to be provided by producers for tho purpose 
of getting the grants-in-ald envisaged in clause (c) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 4 of the Act shall be a 9 specified in Schedule 
HI, Hereinafter in this rale and In rules 32, 33 and 34 referred 
to as the prescribed standard. 


(2) There shall be maintained an independent maternity 
centre at each studio according to the prescribed standard : 

Provided that a common main maternity centre may be 
maintained for several studios with branch maternity 
centre attached to each studio subject to ihe following condi¬ 
tions, namely :— 

(1) the common main maternity centres shall maintain 
prescribed standard for the aggregate number cf wor¬ 
kers of all the studios served by it; 

(ii) every branch maternity centre shall have a qualified 
doctor and a qualified compounder; 

(iii) the common main maternity centre shall be situated 
that noue of the studios served by it arc more than 
fifteen kilometres away from it; and 

(iv) tho common maternity centre shall maintain an ambu¬ 
lance van for taking serious cases from the branch 
maternity centres to the common maternity centre. 

(3) The Commissioner may, if he is satisfied that a maternity 
centre is being efficiently run and serves the purpose for 
which it is established, naive any of the requirements 
specified in the prescribed standard : 

Provided that tho functions of a lady health visitor may be 
performed by a fully qualified and registered mid-wife 
who has not less than ten years experience as a mid-wife. 

Provided further that a lady medical hcenciatc may be 
appointed to be incharge of maternity centre catering to 
more than 1,000 cine-workers if she has ten years experience 
as a medical officer in independent charge of a maternity 
centre. 

32. Inspection:—The maternity centre maintained by 
producers shall be inspected at intervals not exceeding one 
year by such medical or other officer as may be authorised 
by the Commissioner for tho purpose or by the Commissioner 
himself whenever ho considers it necessary and the inspecting 
officers or the Commissioner, as the case may be, shall, if 
the centre conforms to the prescribed standard, issue a certi¬ 
ficate in Form ‘B’ whch shall be valid for a period of one year 
from the date of issue. 

33. Submission of periodic returns -Every producer 
who maintains a maternity centre according to the prescribed 
standard shall submit to the Commissioner in January of each 
year a certified statement of the expenditure incurred on the 
maternity centre during the preceding twelve months, 

34. Extent of grant-in-aid :—Every prodi cer who main¬ 
tains a dispensary or a maternity centre for the benefit of cine- 
workers which conforms to the prescribed stai dard under rule 
28 or 31 as the case may be, and is subject to inspection under 
rule 29 or 32, as the case may bo if he desires, to carry on 
improvement on the facilities existing be eligible for such 
grant-in-aid in respect of non-recurring exp diture on such 
improvement as the Commissioner may djeide with the 
approval of the Ccnlral Advisory Committee, subject to the 
condition that it shall not exceed 50% of the ..aid expenditure 
or Rs. 10,000/- which ever is less. 

35. Standard of facilities for education and recreation :—(1) 
The standard of facilities for education and recreation of cine- 
workers to be provided by producers for the pi rposc of getting 
grant-in-aid as envisaged in clause (c)’ of sub-sect ion (1) of 
section 4 of the Act shall be as specified in Schedule IV here¬ 
inafter in this rule and in rules 36, 37 and 31 referred to as 
the prescribed standard. 

(2) There shall be maintained an independent welfare 
centre at cadi stuciio according to the presciibed standard. 
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(3) The Co mmissioncr may, if he is satisfied that the centre 
is being efficiently maintained and serves the purpose for which 
it is established, waive any of the requirements specified in 
the prescribed standard. 

36. Inspection :—The welfare centre maintained by pro¬ 
ducers shall be inspected at intervals not exceeding one year by 
such officer as may be authorised by the Commissioner for the 
purpose or by the Commissioner himself whenever he consi¬ 
ders it necessary and the inspecting officer or the Commissioner, 
as the case may be, shall, if the centre conforms to the pres¬ 
cribed standards. Issue a certificate in Form *C' which shall 
bo valid for a period of one year from the date of issue. 

37. Submission of periodic rerurns :—Every producer 
who maintains a welfare centre according to the prescribed 
standard shall submit to the Commissioner, 

(1) immediately on the establishment of the welfare centre, 
adequate proof to the satisfaction of the Commissioner 
showing the capital expenditure incurred on the cons¬ 
truction and equipment of the welfare centre; 

(il) in January, each year a certified statement of the 
expenditure incurred on the welfare during the 
pircading twelve months; 

Provided that the statement shall not include expenditure 
if any incurred on repairs and replacements. 

38. Extent of grant-in-aid Every producer who main¬ 
tains a welfare centre for the benefit of the cine-workers 
employed in his establishment which conforms to the pres¬ 
cribed standard under rule 35 and is subject to inspection 
under rule 36 be eligible to a gant-in-aid in respect of non¬ 
recurring ex?:.i liture which shall not exceed 50% of the amount 
spent by the owner of the establishment in the construction 
and equipment of the welfare centre subject to the maximum 
of Rs. 5,000. 

39. Assistance in the form of grant or loans to indigent 
cins-workers(1) The Commissioner, with the approval 
of the C'Trnl Advisory Committee may sanction the pay¬ 
ment to any m-mber of the family or any person actually de- 
pen deni era the cine-worker who dies in harness of a grant sub¬ 
ject to a maximum of Rs. 5,000. 

(2) The Commissioner, with die approval of the Central 
Advisory Com niitee miy sanction Ihe payment of a grant 
to any cine-worker in the event of h ; s total or partial disablement 
subject to a maximum of Rs. 5,000. 

40. (1) The Commissioner, with the approval of the Central 
Alvbo.-y Cimniitec may sanction the payment of a loan 
to any cine-worker subject to a maximum of Rs. 5,000 for 
one or more the following purposes, namely :— 

(a) to pay expenses in connection with the illness or con¬ 
finement of die cine-worker and members of his family 
or any persons actually dependent on him; 

(b) to meet the cost of higher education of the cine-worker 
and members.of his family or-any- actually -depen¬ 
dent on him; 


(qJ tc pay obligatory expenses on a scale appropriate 
to the clne-workcrs status which by customary usage 
the cine-worker has to incur in connection wkh the 
betrothal or marriages, funerals or other ceremonies; 

(d) building or acquiring a suitable house for his residence 
including the cost of site. 

(2) In the event of sanction of a loan the cine-worker has 
to execute a bond in Form TV before receiving payment and 
shall be Hablo to pay simple Interest at the rate of 9.5% per 
annum. The entire loan including interest thereon, should 
bo repaid within a period of five years from the date in which 
the loan Is sanctioned. 


4d. Miscellaneous 

Statistics and other Information:—(1) Every producer 
shall maintain such registers as the Central Oovemment may 
specify and shall also furnish such statistics and other infor¬ 
mation as that Government or any person so authorised may, 
by written order, require for the purposes of the Act, in Form 
'D* and within such time (being not less than thirty days from 
the date on which the order is served on the person concerned), 
and in such manner, as may be specified in the order. 

(2) (a) The Commissioner may require the executive 
authority of any local body such as Municipality, District Board, 
Panchayat Boards, Hock Development Units in any State or 
Union Territory to prepare a register of cine-worker residing 
within the jurisdiction of that authority. 

(b) The registers referred to in clause (a) shall contain the 
following particulars relating to the cine-worker in the area 
under the jurisdiction of the local authority :—

5. Place of work 

6. Distance of place of work, from their residence. 

7. Name of person or establishment by whom emplpyed. 

8. Name of the Trade work holder. 

(c) -Officers deputed by the Commissioner shall be accorded 
all necessary facilities by the owners and local authorities 
to collect statistics or other information from the register 
referred to in clause (a) for the purposes of the Act. 

(3) Any producer who, without reasonable excuse fails 
to furnish the statistics or other information required under 
sub-rule (1) or furnishes statistics or other information con¬ 
taining a statement, entry or detail which is not to the best of 
his knowledge or belief true or any executive authority enume¬ 
rated under sub-rule (2) who without reasonable excuse, falls 
to prepare a register as required under that sub-nile, shall be 
punishable with fine -which may extend to Rs. '2,000/- 
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42. IDENTITY CARD—Every producers shall issus to 
every cine-worker an indentity card in Form ‘F’ on which a 
photograph of the cine-worker would also be affixed, In case 
the bona fides of a cine workers is challenged, any member 
of the Advisory Committee can be authorised by the Chairman 
to enquire into the matter and submit a report to him. The 
Chairman shall take a decision. 


SCHEDULE-I 

TRAVELLING AND DAILY ALLOWANCES 
[See rule 8] 

Non-officials other than Members of Parliament and State 
Legislatures. 

(a) Travelling allowance : 

(1) Journey by rail —Normally, a member should travel 
by first class by rail and In respect of such journeys, he shall 
be entitled to first class rail-fare. 

Provided that the Central Government may allow a member 
to travel by air conditioned coach, where this concession Is, 
in the opinion of the Central Government, justified by fulfil¬ 
ment of one or more of the following conditions, namely 

(a) the member concerned is required to travel in air 
conditioned accommodation on grounds of health or 
because of very advanced age or infirmity. 

(b) the member is or immediately before he retired from 
employment was entitled to travel in air conditioned 
coach under the rules of the organisation to which 
he belongs or might have belonged immediately before 
retirement. 

(c) the Central • Government Is satisfied that travel by 
alr-conditloned cqach is the customary mode of travel 
by non-offleial member concerned in respect of jour¬ 
neys connected with the performance of Government 
duty. 

(2) JOURNEY BY ROAD—(i) In respect of journeys 
by road between places not connected by rail, a member shall 
be entitled to road mileage at 60 paise per kilometer for travel 
In own car or full taxi or 20 paise per kilometer for travel on 
motor cycle'or scooter, 

(ii) Where journey between two places by rail is performed 
by road, he shall be entitled to the prescribed road mileage 
limited to first classes fare by rail. 

Provided that, where in an individual case, the Central 
Government is satisfied that the journey by road was per¬ 
formed in public interest, full road mileage allowance may 
be allowed without restricting it to rail fair. 

3. JOURNEY BY SEA OR BY RIVER STEAMER 
In respect of journeys by sea or by river steamer, a member 
shall be entitled to one fare at the lowest rate (exclusive of 
diet) of the highest class of accommodation. 


(4) JOURNEY BY AIR—Air travel shall not be permitted 
as a matter of course and each case will be examined on merits 
by the Central Government and permission for air-travel granted 
only if it can be certified that air-travel is urgent and necessary 
in public interest. Travel shall be by economy class in such a 
case. 

(b) DAILY ALLOWANCE 

Daily allowance for the entire absence from headquarters 
will be regulated as follows :— 

(1) Full daily allowance may be granted for each completed 
calendar day of absence from headquarters recknoned from 
mid-night. 

(2) For absence from the headquarters for less than twenty- 
four hours, the daily allowance will be admissible at the following 
rates - 

(i) if the absence from the headquarters does not exceed 
six hours, 30% of the full daily allowance; 

(11) if the absence from the headquarters exceeds six hours 
but not exceed twelve hours, 50% of the full daily 
allowance; 

(iii) if the absence from the headquarters exceeds twelve 
hours, full daily allowance shall be paid. 

(3) In case the period of absence from headquarters fall on 
two calendar days, It is recknoned as two days and dally 
allowance shall be calculated for each as above and daily allo¬ 
wance for days of departure from and arrival at headquarters 
will also be regulated in the manner specified above. 

(4) The rates of daily allowance will be as follows; 

(A) When the member avails of Government or public 
sector guest house fao'litics or makes his own arrange¬ 
ments.

B. MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT 
(a) Travelling Allowance 

(1) In respect of journeys performed by rail, road, air and 
steamer, a Member of Parliament will be entitled to travelling 
allowance on the same scale as is admissible to him under section 
4 of the Salaries and Allowance of Members of Parliament Act 
1954 (30 of 1954;. 

(2) A Member of Parliament will ordinarily travel by rail 
utilising the free first class rail pass issued to him. He may also 
travel by air at his discretion. Air travel should not, however, 
be resortod to as a matter of course and in exercising his discre¬ 
tion, the Member should take into account factors like urgency 
or work, distance to bo travelled, time at his disposal, etc., and 
where two classes of accommodation, i.e. first and economy 
(tourist) class accommodation are available on the air-lines, a 
Member of Parliament may travel by first class. 


(b) DAILY ALLOWANCE 

(1) He shall be entitled for each day of the meeting, daily 
allowance at the rate of RS. 51/-. 

(2) In addition to the daily allowance for tho day(s) of the 
meeting a member shall also be entitled to full daily allowance 
for the day preceding and or the day following the meeting, 
if:— 

(i) he arrives in the forenoon of the day preceding the day 
of the meeting of an earlier day, or 

(il) he departs at 12 noon or in the after noon of the day 
following the day of the meeting or on a later day. 

Provided that he will be entitled to only half daily

C. MEMBERS OF THE STATE LEGISLATURES
